A BIG NEW CHALLENGE FOR U.N. 


INDIA’S REFUSAL TO OBEY IT ON KASHMIR CONFLICT INDICATES A TWO-FACED MORAL STANDARD 


The United Nations, which has been made 
the bedrock of American foreign policy 
by President Eisenhower, is now facing 
another crucial test which may call for 
some imaginative American leadership. 
The test ashmir, where India is both 
defying the Security Council’s order and 
repudiating its own pledged word to hold 
a plebiscite in that divided and hate- 
ridden land. 

‘To most Americans, Kashmir is a place 
as strange and remote as Sarajevo was be- 
fore 1914, and few of them are interested 
enough to follow its affairs; indeed it is 
remote from immediate Americ 
ests, But the U.N. is not remote from 
American interests, and what Kashmir 
does involve is whether the U.N, and its 
prestige are to grow or to dwindle. There- 
fore it is or should be a matter of ve 
deep concern, both for the American peo- 
ple and their leaders. Moreover, it is an 
issue which has already led once to un- 
declared war between India and Pakistan 
(which contain one-fifth of the world’s people) and if left unset- 
tled can well lead to another bloody conflict. Because both Re 
China and Soviet Russia also border Kashmir, such a blowup could 
set off a far bigger explosion. 

The Ki shortly after the 1947 partition of In- 
dia which created the separate state of Pakistan for those parts 
of India where Moslems predominate. Under the terms of that 
partition the various princely states had the option to “accede” 
either to India or Pakistan (but not to be independent). Although 
Kashmir’s 4,370,000 people are predominantly Moslem (about 
to 1; only southern Jammu province has a Hindu majority) its 
maharajah “acceded” to India in hi and fright in 1947 when 
bloody atrocities between Hindus and Moslems brought hordes of 
Pathan tribesmen swarming out of the mountains to defend their 
Moslem brethren. Pakistan began arming and aiding these tribes, 
as well as local militia or “free forces” which quickly formed in 
West Kashmir. India then flew in federal troops to defend Hindus 
and fight the Moslems. It was India’s Prime Minister Nehru him- 
who at the time appealed to the United Nations, as 
of faith,” to intervene and stop this war. 

A U.N. commission did get both sides 
to stop it and agree 1) to set up a ce 
fire line, 2) to disarm and demilitarize the 
two sides, and 3) hold a free plebiscite 
by which the Kashmiri people could decide 
whether to join India or Pakistan. Admi- 
ral Chester W. Nimitz was appointed pleb- 
iscite administrator but the plebiscite was 
never held. Despite several years of heroic 
labor by the U.N.’s mediator, Dr. Frank 
Graham, negotiations have broken down 
completely on how and when occupying 
forces—Indian troops and the 40 battal- 
ions of “free forces” Moslem milit 
shall be disbanded or removed. 

During the impasse India has also cre- 
ated a puppet “Constituent Assembly” in 
the part of Kashmir it controls. The as- 
sembly represents only a Hindu minority 
but purports to represent the whole state. }

expeditionary force to bring about the de- 
militarization of Kashmir, the lack of which is the only genuine 
obstacle to a plebiscite. Before any such drastic step is taken 
the U.N. should exhaust every possible means to get India to join 
in the action. 

One very useful step might be for the Council to ask some per- 
son of great international prestige (possibilities: Trygve Lie or 
Paul-Henri Spaak) to go to India and Pakistan for the specific 
purpose of seeking an agreement to let a U.N. force take on the 
rming. Certainly the U.S., if it is to continue to base its 
hopes for peace on a stronger U.N., ought to take the leadership 
in such a move. 

Kashmir is only the latest of many defiances of the UN., Nas- 
ser’s and Hungary's being freshest in memory. But if Kashmir 
is not the first defiance it may prove to be the climactic one, 
America can scarcely continue to base its foreign policy on the 
U.N. if India, one of the most enthusiastic champions of that 
idea, praises America for having only one set of principles (as 
shown in the Suez war) but demands a double standard of inte! 
national morality for itself. Making the U.N. work means compli- 
ance, not defiance; working together, not 
creating divisions. 

India, it must be said to its credit, did 
join in such an example of working to- 
gether last week when, along with that 
other leading neutralist, Yugoslavia, it 
supported a U.S. resolution to make the 
U.N. Emergency Force in Egypt also r 
sponsible for neutralizing the Gaza Strip 
and the Gulf of Aqaba until Israel and 
Egypt work out a genuine peace. This res- 
olution if adopted would be a step fu 
ther toward strengthening the U.N., but 
it also heightens the irony of Nehru’s 
ance of U.N. decisions on Kashmir. 

Kashmir is not really a question of en- 
larging U.N. powers, of pitting Western 
blocs against Afro-Asian ones, or of decid- 
ing between traditional friends and foes.

But it is blacked out for reasons of 
national—not feminine—security. It is one of many identical structures 
now nearing completion at key military bases in the U.S. to house the 

sitive components of a new system of electronic air defense called 
SAGE. This is an abbreviation for Semi-Automatic Ground Environ 
ment, which means that the system is monitored by humans and is con- 
cerned with the threat of enemy bombers. 

The function of SAGE is to collect, sort and memorize the thousands 
of scattered facts about aerial activity over most of the continent which 
constantly pour into defense centers. Until SAGE is completed this work 
will be done as in the past with slide rules and plotting boards, But the 
old method is sadly outdated, for in modern jet-speed warfare planes can 
come in so fast that not even a task force of mathematical geniuses could 
possibly make the necessary calculations in time to counter an attack 
SAGE utilizes, in each of its structures, a huge electronic computer to

The Good Life and Jim Jones 


COULD walk out of here tomorrow and live in 

the gutter,” says James Jones. “I just wouldn’t 
work as well.” When he said this, he was sitting in 
the two-story living room of the bizarre, $85,000 four- 
room bachelor palace he built in Marshall, Ill. from 
the well over half-million-dollar proceeds of his nov- 
el, From Here to Eternity. In it, since Thanksgiving 
Day 1953, Jones has worked prodigiously, rising at 
5:30 a.m., seven days a week, writing until noon, 
turning out a second novel, Some Came Running, 
which is 300,000 words longer than the monumental 
860-page Eternity. 

Then, exhausted from concentration (‘sometimes 
my face gets all drawed up”), he would turn himself 
loose, like a little boy in a big toy store, on the pleas- 
ures of his house—his huge collection of rifles, pis- 
tols, meerschaum pipes, Meissen figurines, armies of 
French-made toy soldiers, bowie knives, a pair of 
parakeets and several dozen chess sets. Or he read 
voluminously in his huge library. (“I’ve bought so 
many books I can’t even afford Venetian blinds,” says 
Jones, once $65,000 in debt in spite of his earnings.) 
Or he tinkered with his power tools, his Aqua Lung, 
his motorcycle, or practiced his new $250 trombone. 
Most important to his relaxation, catlike Jim Jones 
boxed, fenced, and ran two miles a day (“Running is 
a very spiritual thing to me. I’d like to be known as 
John Landy the runner and Jim Jones the writer, but 
I’m much too slow”). 

But, says Jones, he plays hard only to work harder. 
His stated aim in life is the achievement of immor- 
tality through his work—‘‘Everyone wants the eter- 
nal life but damn few are willing to give up what they 
have to get it.” His new novel is about nine people 
in a small Illinois town who, says Jones, are ‘running 
for eternity.”

The 22-story glass and aluminum building at 260 Madison Avenue—from 
38th Street to 39th Street, a block east of Fifth Avenue—tas o population 
of 2,700, about that of Paoli, Ind. or Council Grove, Kan. It is a parttime 
population, moving in about 9 o.m., dashing out at 5 and, between times, 
conducting itself in ways peculiar to the American office building. As an in- 
stitution the office building has its own indigenous customs—like the coffee 
break. It provides its residents with advantages few have at home—sir 
conditioning, modern lighting, people to empty their ash trays and pick up 
after them. In its businesslike surroundings, activities characteristic of any 


community are conducted—the gossipy conversations (at the water cooler), 
the trysts arranged (in the corridors), the troubled confidences poured out 
(in the washroom), the momentous decisions (in the board rooms). 


In such settings as this all over the country some 3.4 million Ameri- 
cans spend almost half their waking hours. 260 Madison, a product of to- 
day's office building boom, was built in 1952 at a cost of $15 million. It 
houses lawyers, public relations men, salesmen, a few advertising agen- 
cies, 0 papermaker, a construction company—a total of 20 tenants whose 
employes share the manners and rituals and trials that these pictures show.

—an office metropolis like the RCA building is three times as tall and houses 
four times as many tenants. The people that 260 houses get to know the 
people who maintain its services—the night watchmen, the women of the 
cleaning force, the man who brings around the morning coffee from a near- 
by restaurant, and the pretty elevator operators who are not supposed to 
get into extended conversations with passengers but are encouraged to say 
“Good morning" to important tenants. Some of 260's residents dislike office 
buildings in principle. “Air-conditioned merry-go-rounds,” grumbled a vice 
president. But most tenants seem to like the place. “Working in the city is a 
hell of a thing,” says one, “but at least here the chaos feels comfortable.”

Minister attacks ‘the most wasted hour 
in the week’ but shows how churches 
can now use new methods to redeem it 


by WESLEY SHRADER 


OM’S parents wanted him to have the best of everything. 

As good Christians, they wanted him to have the best pos- 
sible religious education to prepare him for useful, lifelong mem- 
bership in their church. So, like millions of other American 
parents, they sent him to Sunday school. 

One Sunday morning when he was 14 years old, Tom came 
home and told his parents, ‘‘I’ve had enough. I'll never go to Sun- 
day school again. It’s the most wasted hour in the week.” 

Tom’s parents were shocked by this announcement. Because 
they did not know what to do about it, they hastily called their 
minister to help straighten out what to them was a serious situa- 
tion. | was their minister, and I was unable to help either Tom 
or his unhappy parents. For years the boy had kept his thoughts 
and feelings about Sunday school to himself. When he finally ex- 
ploded, he meant what he said and there was no changing his 
mind. Sunday school was a bore, a waste of time, he got absolute- 
ly nothing from it, he was through. Neither my reasoning nor the 
urging of his parents could sway him. 

If Tom had been a weak or childish boy, I would not have 
been so surprised and disturbed by his decision. Many youngsters 
his age naturally rebel against everything, including going to 
school and taking a bath. But Tom was not a childish rebel. He 
was president of his high-school class, an “A” student, the quar- 
terback of the junior varsity football team. He was alert and re- 
sponsible. When a boy like this is disgusted with religious educa- 
tion, the implications are clear. The Sunday school itself must 
have failed, and for Tom this failure might be the beginning of a 
deep resentment against all things religious. 

My failure to win Tom back to religious activities forced me, 
as a Protestant minister, to become better acquainted with my 
own Sunday school as well as with a host of other Protestant 
Sunday schools in various parts of the nation. Ministers are 
often badly informed about what goes on at the Sunday-school 
hour, even in their own churches. They are so busy with a multi- 
plicity of parish duties that it is tempting for them to delegate 
the direction of the church school to others. Often lay people 
with virtually no training are given the gigantic task of planning

and directing the church’s program of religious education, simply 
because professional leadership is scarce. 

There is another reason why ministers often have little to do 
with their Sunday schools. The prevailing idea in many congrega- 
tions is that the Sunday school is somehow the private domain of 
the lay people. The minister’s advice and leadership are simply 
not wanted. ‘‘Let him look after the parish, we'll look after the 
Sunday school” is a common attitude. 

These were certainly the reasons I knew so little about my own 
church school, but after hearing Tom’s opinions I made up my 
mind to learn about Sunday schools in America. Was Tom’s charge 
fair? Is it the most wasted hour in the week? 

Right away I discovered that a number of people find no fault 
with Sunday school at all. J. Edgar Hoover, for example, has 
written a pamphlet in which he suggests that Sunday school is one 
of the best answers to juvenile delinquency. There are judges who 
think so highly of Sunday school that they sentence juvenile law- 
breakers to ‘“‘attend Sunday school every week for a year.” But 
since no adequate records are kept of the subsequent behavior of

these delinquents, nobody knows how much good this does. 
Finally, impressive statistics are often cited to prove that more 
children are enrolled in Sunday school today than ever before 
and that Sunday schools must therefore be excellent. But large 
enrollment does not necessarily mean high quality. Such endorse- 
ments are cheering but scarcely convincing. I decided to ask 
ministers, parents, educators and pupils what they thought, 


Baby-sitting and horseplay 


HE answers I got were convincing and, to anyone who believes 

in educating children for Christianity, anything but cheering. 
Although there have been great changes for the better in the past 
10 years, the U.S. Protestant Sunday school is often nothing more 
than a glorified baby-sitting service, or a place where children 
listen to grotesque stories and memorize verses, or a Sunday morn- 
ing social hour characterized by a considerable amount of horse- 
play. Some parents, | know, ask nothing more of Sunday school 
than that it keep their children occupied and out of the way for 


one hour a week. For such parents the American Sunday school 
is unquestionably fulfilling its function. 

But for parents who ask something more of Sunday school— 
an introduction to Christianity, an education in the life and 
principles of the church, a preparation for Christian living— 
there is much cause for dissatisfaction. Margaret M. Morton, 
a leading New England figure in religious education, summed 
up the situation in the Minister's Quarterly last June: ‘The 
chances are the director of religious education faces a job that 
commands little respect on the part of either church or commu- 
nity, for the reputation of church schools across the country is 
pretty low. The director knows and the people know that the 
ood old Sunday school’ broke about as many young Chris- 
ns as it built. 

The shortcomings of Sunday schools affect all age brackets. 
Providing baby-sitters for pre-school children whose parents de- 
sire to attend church is, of course, commendable. But these child- 
hood years are sensitive, impressionable ones, These are the years 
when attitudes are formed and religious habits are crystallized.

Even for pre-school children religious instruction should be on 
a high level. Instead it is often left in the hands of untrained 
high school girls. 

In the 6 to 9 age group, storytelling often constitutes the 
major teaching effort. This in itself is not bad. Some of 
Christ’s greatest teachings were in the form of stories. But it is 
deplorable when Sunday-school stories distort the Christian 
faith by giving children a warped conception of the nature of 
God. I know of a 7-year-old girl who, when asked by her 
mother what she learned in Sunday school that day, answered, 
“T learned why Jesus died for us.” This had been the teacher's 
explanation: ‘‘Jesus died for us because all of us have done 
wrong, and we must be brought into court. The Judge, who is 
God, gives us the sentence we deserve. But Jesus is our lawyer. 
He not only gets us off free but tells the Judge that He will take 
our punishment for us. So Jesus died as our substitute, and 
God, the Judge, was satisfied.” 

The 7-year-old girl’s reaction to this fantasy was justified: ‘‘I 
love Jesus, he’s nice, but I don’t like that old God.” 

Another teacher who was having disciplinary troubles dealt 
with her problem by telling her class the story, in graphic detail, 
of how God sent bears to eat up the naughty little children who 
made fun of the prophet Elisha. It is a miracle that children ex- 
posed to such distortions of truth survive spiritually. 

In the age group from 9 to 12, children have almost outgrown 
the story stage, so here many Sunday schools put their emphasis 
on memorization. Of course, memorization is better than 
nothing—but not very much better. The principle behind this ap- 
proach is: “‘If they memorize it and can repeat it, they have 
learned it.” No school of education would support such a defini- 
tion of learning. In spite of this, Sunday-school teachers and 
officials point with pride to boys and girls who are able to parrot 
the names of major Bible characters or recite a few psalms. They 
do not seem to grasp the fact that mere repetition of material— 
even Biblical material—means absolutely nothing so far as spir- 
itual development is concerned. Children must be helped to gain 
insight into religious truth, and they must also be helped to relate 
what they have learned to their own lives and to the world in 
which they live. 

Disturbing as the situation may look in the younger Sunday- 
school age groups, it is in the teen-age groups that it most 
often gets completely out of hand. The constant complaint of 
teachers is bad discipline: ‘They laugh and talk and fight while 
I try to teach the lesson.”

SUNDAY SCHOOLS continues 


The fear of losing teen-age attendance is responsible for a 
number of unfortunate techniques. In one Sunday school lay 
leaders permit the boys and girls to sing hymns in rock-and-roll 
rhythm. Hymns such as Brighten the Corner Where You Are, 
Dwelling in Beulah Land and In the Garden \end themselves re- 
kably to rock-and-roll treatment. The superintendent of this 
school explained to me: ‘*Our attendance is greater when we per- 
mit the boys and girls to sing what they want to sing, the way 
they want to sing it. We are trying to hold them for the church.” 
One wonders how firmly such pupils are “held.” 

A young professor of religion at a girls’ college told me that 
he was disturbed by the inferior preparation young people are 
getting in our churches. ‘*Students from all over the country 
enroll in our college,” he said, ‘‘and they come to us with 
virtually no knowledge of the Christian faith. Religiously they 
are in kindergarten. The sad thing is that in most cases these 
girls have been going to Sunday school since they were in the 
nursery department.” 

A former Army chaplain, now the pastor of an outstanding 
church in Washington, D.C., said, ‘*My experiences during the 
war have convinced me that our churches are turning out people 
who are religiously illiterate.” 

The young superintendent of a Baptist Sunday school in Flor- 
ida explained to me why he was worrying so much about his 
school. “My own Sunday-school experience as a growing child 
was a nightmare. I got nothing from it. It let me down at the most 
important stage of my life, and I am determined that my children 
will get a better break.” 


College students are critical 


RECENTLY had a chance to discuss Sunday schools with a 
group of college students who came from all parts of the 
country, They convinced me that Sunday schools as a whole 
lare not better than ever. These were their comments: 

A Presbyterian from Lubbock, Texas: “Sunday school was a 
joke. It meant nothing to me.” 

A Methodist from Oakland, Calif.: “Sunday school was no 
joke to me. It warped my thinking about a lot of thin; 
A Congregationalist from Michigan: “‘I hated everything 
labout it and I would never have gone if my parents hadn’t 
forced me. 
An Episcopalian from Ohio: “Sunday school did not warp or 
hurt me as far as I know. I didn’t learn anything about religion 
lbut I had a good time. We did a lot of necking on Sunday-school 
|parties.”” 

A Lutheran from the Midwe: ‘I was forced to memorize the 
atechism, but I wasn’t allowed to ask any questions. It was all 
ut and dried. To deviate one inch from ‘the line’ was heresy.”

There is nothing wrong with the objectives of our Sunday’ 
schools. These were written by Professor Paul Vieth and formally: 
adopted in 1930 by the International Council of Religious Ed- 
ucation. Most ministers and parents would agree that they are: 
still valid. According to these objectives, Sunday school exists: 


1. To foster in growing persons a consciousness of God as 
a reality in human experience, and a sense of personal 
relationship to Him. 

. To develop in growing persons such an understanding 
and appreciation of the personality, life and teachings 
of Jesus as will lead to experience of Him as Saviour and 
Lord, loyalty to Him and His cause, and manifest itself 
in daily life and conduct. 

. To foster in growing persons a progressive and contin- 
uous development of Christlike character. 

4. To develop in growing persons the ability and disposi- 
tion to participate in and contribute constructively to 
the building of a social order throughout the world, 
embodying the ideal of the fatherhood of God and the 
brotherhood of man. 

5. To develop in growing persons the ability and disposi- 
tion to participate in the organized society of Christians 
—the Church. 

6. To develop in growing persons an appreciation of the 
meaning and importance of the Christian family, and 
the ability and disposition to participate in and contrib- 
ute constructively to the life of this primary social group. 

7. To lead growing persons into a Christian interpret 
tion of life and the universe; the ability to see in it 
God’s purpose and plan; a life philosophy built on 
this interpretation. 

8. To effect in growing persons the assimilation of the best 
religious experience of the race, pre-eminently recorded 
in the Bible, as effective guidance to present experience, 


) 
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These objectives will be reviewed next week in Cincinnati at 
a meeting of the Division of Christian Education of the National 
Council of Churches, but the basic aims of the Sunday schools 
are expected to stay the same. The difficulty is that so many of ' 
our Sunday schools do not even begin to live up to these ideals, 
In fact, many Sunday schools have failed so badly that some 
people have lost all faith in them. These people believe that the 
only way religion can be taught is through the public schools, 
including it in the curriculum just like algebra or chemistry. But 
the Supreme Court has ruled that the use of public school prop- 
erty in the teaching of religion is unconstitutional. 


The ‘released time’ plan 


NCE the Supreme Court's decision, advocates of public 
school participation in religious education have recom- 
mended the “released time” plan. Under this arrangement pu- 
pils who have the written consent of their parents are released 
from school at a specified time each week and go to their respec- 
tive churches, where they are instructed by their own minister 
or by some other qualified teacher of religion. The amount of 
time given to such a project varies from community to commu- 
nity. The Supreme Court has ruled that the released time plan 
is constitutional, “‘provided public property is not used for 
the instruction of children in religious subjects.” Councils of 
churches in a number of states now sponsor such education. 
New York and Virginia appear to have superior programs. 
Other persons who take a pessimistic view of what the Sun- 
day school is and what it can achieve are now thinking in 
terms of an extended program of Protestant parochial edu- 
cation. Believing that the Sunday school cannot fulfill its mis- 
sion, they say that parochial education, patterned after that 
of the Roman Catholic Church, is the only answer. 
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PROTESTANT PAROCHIAL SCHOOL is one way churches try to as- 
sure proper religious education, Here students attend chapel at New York’s 
Grace Church School, which is run by Episcopalians for all denominations. 
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For most parents and clergymen, however, neither released 
time nor parochial education is the solution. They still hope 
that the Sunday school, so long with us and so abused in so 
many different ways, may yet serve the needs of our grow- 
ing children. Four clergymen have recently emerged as modern 
champions of this conviction. They are Randolph C. Miller, 
Episcopalian, whose book, Education for Christian Living, may 
become a classic in the field of Christian education; James 
D. Smart, Presbyterian, author of The Teaching Ministry of the 
Church; Lewis J. Sherrill, Presbyterian, author of The Gift of 
Power; and Wesner Fallaw, Congregationalist, who wrote The 
Modern Parent and the Teaching Church. Although they do 
not agree in all respects, their combined contributions suggest 
a four-point program that would go far toward revitalizing 
our Sunday schools: 

Strengthen the curriculum. Thousands of Sunday schools 
now use “packaged” lessons consisting mainly of Bible stories 
delivered with no concern for the chronology of events or their 
relation to modern life. The new approach retains the Bible as 
the core of the curriculum but also requires interesting text- 
books carefully graded for every age from the nursery through 
high school. Theology, church history and Christian ethics are 
taught along with the Bible. Above all, the curriculum is planned 
rather than haphazard. 

Get trained professional leaders. On seminary campuses 
one often hears that only inferior students major in religious ed- 
ucation. Local churches encourage this misconception by apply- 
ing a double standard to their church staffs. The minister of edu- 
cation is frequently considered far less important than other 
trained staff members. Only by respecting the value of educa- 
tional work will churches get the leadership they need. 

Train the lay teachers. Countless Sunday-school teachers 
know as little about the Bible, the church and Christian doctrine 
and ethics as their pupils do. No rare, special qualities are 
needed to teach Sunday school. Lay people with average ability 
and intelligence can become effective teachers if they are prop- 
erly trained. It is important to realize this training can be given 
within the framework of the local church. 

Make the home a part of the Sunday school. One hour a 
week on Sunday morning is not very much time for religious 
education, but this hour can be made vastly more effective if 
it is supplemented in the home. But for the home to become a 
center of religious education parents must do some hard work.

SUNDAY BREAKFAST precedes class at Ohio's Lakewood Presbyterian 
Church, which has a model school program. Students stand for grace. 
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They must set aside regular time during the week for discussion. 
The problem of TV must be faced and overcome. The churches 
must provide more educational material and the parents must 
use it. The parents must themselves be teachers, and they must 
know enough to be able to teach. To accomplish this they 
must be willing to attend teacher-training classes provided by 
the churches. All this is a lot to ask of parents, and only they can 
decide whether or not they care this much about bringing up 
their children as informed Christians. 

Hard-bitten skeptics—those who are convinced that the Sun- 
day school is hopeless—say that this program is idealistic but 
totally impractical. They are wrong. The program can already 
be seen at work on a practical basis, notably in the Episcopal 
and Presbyterian (Northern) churches. Against serious opposi- 
tion, both of these denominations have been making radical 
changes in their approach to religious education. 

Both denominations have completely revised their curricu- 
lums, throwing out old methods and preparing new textbooks 
and teaching aids, all of which are carefully pretested before 
they are made available to individual churches. The Episcopal 
Church has devised a teaching team consisting of a theologian, 
a psychologist and other experts in the field. This team visits 
different parts of the country, instructing ministers in the new 
methods and materials. Similar teams visit individual dioceses 
to discuss the program with laymen and to encourage them 
to extend Sunday-school training into the home. As a result 
of this combined work, 38% of Episcopal Sunday schools have 
adopted the new curriculum, 


An answer for skeptics 


NDIVIDUAL churches in all denominations are proving 
to the skeptics that Sunday schools are not hopeless. 1 would 
like to cite three churches, different from one another in every 
way, where radical improvements in the Sunday school have 
been achieved through new methods. 

A few years ago the Lakewood Presbyterian Church in Lake- 
wood, Ohio was ‘‘just another church,” doing the typical, 
mediocre job in religious education. Today it is an inspiring 
symbol of Protestantism at its best. Parents, teachers and clergy 
got together under the leadership of Dr. L. Wilson Kilgore, their 
minister. Antiquated methods and inferior curriculum materials 
were discarded. More important than improved methods and 
materials was the enthusiastic spirit of the members, especially 
young parents with small children. Today, in order to care for 
all those who have enrolled, two sessions of the Sunday school 
are held each Sunday morning. Trained, interested young parents 
constitute the bulk of the volunteer teaching force. 

The Myers Park Baptist Church in Charlotte, N.C. has a mem- 
bership of 1,650 and buildings worth $2 million. It could serve 
as a model for other large churches with adequate financial 
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WELL-TRAINED PARENTS attend night classes at The Church of The 
Saviour in Washington, D.C., studying to qualify as Sunday-school teachers, 
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resources. Over a period of years the Myers Park church has de- 
veloped an amazing program of church-family religious edu 
tion. Everything this church sponsors is ‘‘family-centered.” The 
classwork done by the children on Sunday morning is extended 
into the homes during the week, with parents assuming the role 
of weekday teachers of religion. Sunday-school graduation 
and commencement at the end of the 12th year is the biggest an- 
nual event in the life of the church. To honor students graduating 
from the high school department, the congregation makes attra 
tive awards including summer scholarships in religious educa- 
tion and music. The Myers Park church is demonstrating that 
religious education through the Sunday school need not be du!! 
or harmful. It can be a child’s most formative experience. 

The third church that has broken with a frozen tradition and 
is now supporting a vigorous program of religious education is 
The Church of The Saviour in Washington, D.C. This church 
could serve as a model for all the small, struggling churches that 
cannot afford expensive materials. The Church of The Saviour 
has fewer than 100 members. The Reverend Mr. Gordon Cosby is 
the only minister on the church staff. There are no wealthy church 
members and the congregation does not even own a church 
building. Services and classes are held in a large stone-front 
house in northwest Washington. In spite of these apparent 
handicaps, Professor D. Elton Trueblood, a leading Protestant 
writer on religion, has referred to this church as ‘one of the most 
dynamic religious movements in the United States.” Catherine 
Marshall, author of A Man Called Peter, said to me, ‘The Church 
of The Saviour is sponsoring one of the most effective programs 
of Christian education that I have ever seen in any local church.” 


Three-year training for teachers 


‘WO things combine to make this church the spiritual 
power it is: a dedicated membership and a remarkable, 
year-round program of Christian education. Classes for children 
under high-school age are held each Sunday morning, but these 
classes cannot be taught by just anybody who will take a class. 
Teachers are given three years of intensive instruction in the 
church's week-night educational program. Ninety-minute classes 
are conducted in the New Testament, Old Testament, Christian 
Doctrine, Church History and Christian Ethics. All members of 
the church take this three-year period of instruction. They do this 
not only for the sake of their own spiritual development but also 
in order that they may be able to assume responsible positions 
of leadership in the larger educational program of the church. 
In this church no child will ever be taught by a frantic, unpre- 
pared Sunday-school teacher. 
These three churches—and others like them—are demonstrat- 
ing the vitality of Christian education through the Sunday school. 
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No rock-and-roll programs are needed to attract and sustain the 
interest of the young people in these church classes. Any parent 
could send his children to such a Sunday school with confidence 
that they would be informed rather than misinformed, helped 
rather than hurt. 

What happened in these churches can happen in any church 
in America, large or small, rich or poor, provided someone cares 
enough and is willing to act. Ministers must stand up in their 
pulpits and tell their congregations exactly what is wrong with 
their feeble programs of religious education. They must make 
specific recommendations and call for thorough surveys of every 
department in their schools. 

Sunday schools cannot be saved without the help of informed 
and aroused parents. Parents who are fed up with third-rate 
religious instruction for their children must act. By careful study 
of what other alert churches have done, they can learn about the 
new methods and materials now available. Talks before various 
groups within the church will help get action. If necessary, the 
parents should go to their church’s official board and let it know 
what they want. In most churches the official board is composed 
of older men who see nothing wrong with “the way it used to be 
done” and who want nothing more than to let things stay as 
they are. But if sermons are preached, if surveys are made, if 
energetic committees are formed, all in a spirit of Christian con- 
cern, young parents are likely to find these boards cooperative, 

The various denominational headquarters can tell interested 
congregations about the new methods and materials. If the 
Sunday-school situation is to be cleaned up, it must be done not 
by high ecclesiastical officials but by the committed members of 
individual churches. It must be done at the local level or it will 
never be done. 

The philosopher Alfred North Whitehead once wrote: ‘‘The 
vitality of religion is shown by the way in which the religious 
spirit has survived the ordeal of religious education.” Religious 
instruction is often an ordeal today, but it need not be. It can 
be one of life’s great experiences, The most wasted hour can be- 
come for our children the most meaningful hour of the week.
